‘Gdicuceminds Editing. 

We had been receiving so many private ex- 
pressions of approval of the HeraLp or GosPEn 
Liperty that we were in great danger of an 
extravagant increase of that quality which a 
man’s enemies call egotism, but he himself -with 
greater, and, as he supposes, more appropriate 
discrimination, calls self-respect. But the com- 
pensations of this world are so many and so 
varied, that the danger is abated. How this 
came to pass, will appear easily when the read- 
ed meditates on the following words of Hugh 
Forrester, quoting the Heratp or Gospe Lis- 
prtY -Linerry, sent-us in’a letter dated April 
8. 1904: 

“Chicago University conferred the degree of LL. 


D, on Prof. Meyer, of the University of Berlin, 
who in his speech advised the students to drink 
beer.” 


If in this sneer (quoted from your Mar. 31 issue, p. 
194) you mean Berlin, Prussia, then I say that no 
publication, however small, ought to betray ignorance 
of the fact fully revealed in The Outlook (in ’98 I 
think) that the beer drunk in Germany (as I can 
testify, having lived there and used drink as Germans 
do, and as St. Paul would do—see I Cor. 8) being 
good and nourishing and not intoxicating to those who 
are not beasts, directly promotes sobriety by legiti- 
mately satisfying a healthy appetite, which in “God’s 
country” is perverted and rendered fatal, not so much 
by liquor sellers, as by the infamous robber band 
called “U. S. Government,” whose boasted mass of 
gold in the treasury is chiefly amassed by a dishonest 
oppressive taxation of liquors that (it is proved) in 
no way checks its sale, but only. drives the wholesale. 
and especially retail liquor dealers to adulterate, in 
order to make any profit. 


Oh! How could you say all that in one sen- 
tence! The reader can easily see that this 
huge forrester, standing with one foot on Berlin 
with the other crushes the tree of 
springing up here in our office: we are only a 
“small publication.” But, mighty beer drink- 
er, we have known for years that the Outlook 
was a paper in which liquor men delighted. 

But your logic is unsound. When Prof. 
Meyer, at the University of Chicago, was advis- 
ing the students to drink beer, he was not advis- 
ing them to drink your harmless(?) 
but the beer available, which 
matize as adulterated by the honest martyred 
brewers.

the birth of the divine Son of God, and is becom- 
ing a day of slavish giving of presents, that have 
become largely empty of affectionate meaning, being 
given chiefly because the gifts are expected. Thanks- 
giving Day, has passed away for expression of grati- 
tude. to God for the safeguarding of the common- 
wealth, and its emphasis in the society of the great 
universities is on the “gridiron,” by which they 
mean the foot-ball field: a place where the spirit- 
wal gives way to the brutal.” 

Lest the approval of these sad words (of 
which we are not at all proud) of ours, might 
make us-egotistical, as securing the approval 
of beer drinkers, he says these words:

[t is not our duty always to make deduction. 
In political matters especially, it is proper for 
us only to publish facts that are known to be 
certain. Let argument, or deduction, or parti- 
san words alone. * * * We say we regret this 


passage, because its statement that we “fur- 
nish instructive data,” but fail to form the 
reasonable deduction thereform, annuls the 


natural effect of a letter we received from an 
employee of the * * * * Department at Wash- 
ington, who seemed to think we made too much 
deduction in pointing out corruption. 

In that case, also, the intended subduinz 
effect was largely neutralized by the fact that 
the correspondent used Government stationery 
on which to rebuke us; illustrating the very evil 
we had charged. 

We have tried to avoid allowing our conduct 
toward discourteous persons to be influenced 
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to their public disadvantage. We have felt 
that this course was Christian. But we per- 
ceive that another view may be taken of the 
subject; that a person who is impolite under 
such circumstances really forfeits his rights; 
and that it may not be sound journalism to 
continue courtesies toward one whose conduct 
stamps him as not a gentlemen. Our beer- 
drinking critic goes on: 

You furnish instructive data, yet you fail to form 
rational deductions ‘therefrom. When level headed 
men see this in “religious” publications, it drives 
them away from Christ. I have lived in Mine, and 
have seen the disgusting nauseous hypocrisy of the 
“religious” anti-liquor people, whose “10 /command- 
ments” are summed up in “Thou shalt not drink ex- 
cept J approve, but thou mayest commit all<sin that 
inaketh DOLLARS !” 


Dear critic, your condemnation has had the 
opposite effect from what you desired: for we 
are proud of your opposition, of the opposition 
of beer drinkers, of enemies of the Endeavor 
Society ,and of corrupt men generally. There- 
fore we are quite content to receive a letter 
from a western skeptic, criticising one of our 
correspondents, and containing the following 
matter: 

I will attempt no criticism on the article except his 
statement that infidels came with their questions and 
were driven into the background. I am a member of 
the Unitarian Church, and have no more right, in a 
strict sense, to be called an infidel by Bro, ******* 
then he has to be called such by me, ete. 

As the private letter of this writer was pro-

We are proud of the opposition of beer drink- 
ers, enemies of the Endeavor Society, dishon- 
est men, corrupt men and infidels.

At that point, the Chris- 
tian turned to the great listening crowd that 
had assembled in the shop and about the doors 
and windows, and told them that the atheist 
must produce no impression on their minds or 
lives; since they all had heard him admit that 
he lied when it was to his interest; and the 
Christian assured them that the atheist had 
no confidence in his own arguments, that he 
had only used them to beat the boy preacher, 
and knew that he was lying all the time.

We declined our brother's article before, not 
because we had published similar matter whose 
cata differed from his, but because: the facts 
on this subject had been known for many years 
to boys who had studied text books of natural 
philosophy ; and the figures did not agree with 
those then given by Brother Gustin.

ilow blind to Bible truth (which harmonizes 
with true scientific philosophy) men can _ be- 
come when they wish to establish human the- 
ology. This denomination that sends us the 
circular says, “There is but one Son of God, 
the Human that was born of Mary.” How do 
they know that? Paul says, “As many as are 
led by the Spirit of God, these are sons of God.” 
Even the Jews knew better than the uninvited 
critic; for they carefully preserved the writings 
of a great poet who spoke of a time “when the 
morning stars sang together, and all the sons 
of God shouted for joy” (Job 38:7), long be- 
fore Mary-was born. For the Bible was writ- 
ten by great men, men too great to assert that 
there is but one Son of God, even though a cap- 
ital letter may be used, whose force is annulled 
by the capital to Human, and though they may 
truly assert that Jesus is the only begotten Son 
of God.

The Prudential Life Insurance Company 
also contributed to campaign expenses; but 
its president claims its management was hon- 
est.

Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte does himself 
honor by reporting that adjusting honor in 
the Naval Academy by means of fist fights is 
essentially unmilitarv. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad announces the discontinuance of 
granting passes, except to its own employees, 
over certain lines in the east. The New York 
Central and other roads have taken like ac- 
tion. Labor men at Columbus, Ohio, rejected 
the lecture of a professor from Chicago Uni- 
versity. For the first time in the history of 
England the new cabinet ‘includes a_ labor 
leader; and it is said to be a surprisingly 
strong cabinet. It is reported that in one re- 
gion in Russia a provisional government has 
been set up by the people, and some of the 
troops lave gone over to it. The movement 
for liberty in Austria grows in power; but we 
fear the power of the contemptible Emperor 
Francis Joseph will thwart it. It is now 
stated with much force that $130,000,000, will 
not construct the Panama Canal; and _ that 
four times that sum will be required. Are the 
men who manage and lead public opinion pre- 
paring the public mind for immense stealings? 
The Chinese have punished the men guilty in 
connection with the recent outrage on mis- 
sionaries: three have been beheaded, eight 
have been imprisoned at hard labor, and sever- 
al others were punished. The managers of the 
Iroquois Theater fire at Chicago that burnt 
601 to death have not been punished, nor the 
owners of the Slocum that destroyed nearly a 
thousand lives. But they are Americans and 
very rich. Secretary Taft seemed to have a 
hard time explaining what a “Panama Canal 


_press agent,” at a salary of $10,000, was for. 


The massacres in Russia are too beastly to 
describe, and the country is in confusion. In 
one place the Jews resisted massacre. The 
Czar should long ago have published an easily 
amended constitution, and summoned a gener- 
al assembly from local bodies, to work undei 
his constitution until they could amend it. 
His whole genius seems to be in promising i? 
glittering generalities. Thousands and thou- 
sands have been slaughtered. The Supreme 


Court of Iowa has decided that it is illegal to 
ship liquor into Iowa ©. O. D., and that the 
purchaser can recover his money. The wretch- 
ed Ship Subsidy Bill is again before Congress. 
Secretary of State Root was at a conference 
between Harriman and Ryan when Ryan was 
pocketing the Equitable Life Assurance Socie- 
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ty. And did Morton, of the cabinet, and of 
the R. R. “rebate” fame, become president of 
the Equitable? It is now stated that the “Mor- 
gan-Rockefeller-Ryan” group has gained con- 
trol of the great New York life insurance com- 
panies. Lieutenant Colonel Pettit of the U.S. 
army read an address containing the doctrine 
that an army cannot be as efficient under a 
republic as under a king. Harriman, on the 
witness stand, Coubts Ryan's philanthropy 
as to the- Equitable deal. Attorney General 
Moody, of the President's cabinet, justifies the 
refusal of the government to prosecute Mor- 
ton, ex-secretary of the navy, and now the 
president of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society, for his violation of law when an offi- 
cial of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railway. This is the case wherein the special 
counsel, Harmon of Cincinnati and Judson of 
St. Louis, who were appointed by the govern- 
ment to examine into the matter, reported 
“‘avoring prosecution, and resigned because the 
government refused. .The United States

signed because, after indictments were 
found there against certain violators’ of 
law, Attorney General Moody — ordered 
that there should be no _ prosecution.

The cause for appeal to the public for assis- 
tance to this home missionary enterprise is the 
weakness of the struggling chureh financially 
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and numerically. There are only about forty 
adult active members. The Sunday-school has 
1-5 scholars enrolled, with an average attend- 
ance, probably, of sixty. There are the usual 
secondary organizations. We noticed one 
sweet little incident; that the Junior Endeavor 
Nociety brought in last Friday night $15.00; 
we believe for the new church expense. One 
encouraging feature is that there are 175 fam- 
ilies on the pastor’s visiting list; many of 
whom were represented in the congregations 
last Sunday. 

Put these people manifesting an interest in 
the chureh, slight as yet, cannot be depended 
on to raise the $1,500 that must be produced 
by January Ist. Therefore all whom Dr. 
Powers approaches on this subject should 
avoid causing him the loss of his time; every 
hour of which is precious until he has the 
$1,500 cash in hand. 

Dr. Powers informs us that the spiritual 
interests of the church, though the attendance 
is small, are especially encouraging, being al- 
most touching in the effectiveness and tender- 
ness of the manifestitations. Recently one 
young lawyer member of the church, in an 
argument on a case in court, announced him- 
self a Christian in such a beautiful way that it 
commanded deep respect. On Sunday morn- 
ing two highly desirable members were receiv- 
ed into the church.

His harmony is as evil as 
license. His harmony was always really a 
state of war: he smote with the sword all aspir- 
ations for righteouness, and the development of 
the people. He crushed those who were work- 
ing for the betterment of the masses, and who 
would lift the burdens of men. 


The strong and well-written reply made by 
the Mission Board to the criticisms lately ap- 
pearing in our papers will be found in this 
issue in the mission column, from the pen of 
the recording secretary of the board, Rev. W. 
H. Denison. The earlier articles of Dr. Bishop 
should not be considered the presentation of the 
case of the board; but rather introductory to 
this statement of Bro. Denison. So much space 
was evidently going to be consumed in this dis- 
cussion that on November 30th we transferred 
it to the mission column, as far as formal ar- 
ticles are concerned, using this language: 
“But the consideration of this subject we trans- 
fer this week to the mission columa of the 
paper.” Since the public is so widely inter- 
ested that the readers will turn hereafter to 
find the discussion where we have appointed it, 
we will try to preserve strict impartiality, and 
adhere to our announcement. 

But some words as to some other points: 
Brethren on both sides of the subject should 
avoid impugning motives or making the dis- 
cussion personal; (2) Brethren criticising the 
administration of the Mission Board should 
remember that the immunity from criticism in 
the Heratp heretofore enjoyed by the Board, 
(since they now announce that “all mission 
boards of all denominations are constantly 
criticised”), has not prepared owr people for 
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such usage, and the brethren must not be sur. 
prised at the surprise of some; (3) But the 
discussion will attract wide attention to the 
mission interests on the part of hun'reds who 
have hitherto been indifferent, on account of 
the fact that missions were chiefly presente? to 
them from only one point of view (that of ‘evit. 
icism for indifference). This class of breth- 
ren will now see that those not favoring exist- 


ing methods are not suppressed, but are allow-: 


ed the privilege of speaking, as well as the 
Mission Board and others; (4) But the discus. 
sion, in order to be profitable, must be ¢ on Juct- 
ed in a spirit of justice and kindness, as we see 
the brethren are trying to conduct it; (5) The 
discussion, if so conducted, will throw light on 
the administration, and enable us all to come 
to the next convention with more understand. 
ing on this matter than we have ever had hith- 
erto. The subject of missions is now one of 
the most important for our people to agitate, 
with reference to progress and expansion, as 
well as economy’ and business wisdom. May 
10d bless the discussion unto great good.

December usually finds that Judean coun- 
try locked in snow and ice: hence the shep- 
herds were not likely to have been “abiding in 
the field keeping watch over their flock by 
night” at said period. 

But let this be as it may, the great fact re- 
mains—the nativity of Christ forces upon the 
minds of many people a peculiar personage, 
called in holy writ, the Son of God.

What the Wise Men Did, and What 
the Wise Men Ought to Do.

It was long ago that certain wise men from 
the East cast their gold and frankincense and 
myrrh at the feet of a baby in Bethlehem, and 
as the anniversary of that baby’s birth ap- 
proaches one cannot help thinking what a dif. 
ferent place to live in this world would be to- 
day if all the wise men both of the East and the 
West had during the last 1900 years cast their 
treasures at the feet of the Prince of Peace, in 
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steal of burning them up in the fierce furnace 
of war. 

But at Christmas it is not well for one to 
bury himself in idle and doleful regrets, mar- 
ring the melody of a musical day by the lububri- 
ous refrain “It might have been.” Rather should 
we gird up the loins of our mind, and look hope- 
fully into the future, confidently anticipating 
better things than any which have been because 
God is in his heaven and all.will yet be right 
with the world. Upon the shoulders of that 
baby born in Bethlehem the government of the 
world has been placed, and men in increasing 
numbers are coming from the East and West 
and North and South to cast their treasures 
at his feet. 

It is a good thing to ponder in the light of 
the Christmas hearth the meaning of Christ’s 
great title—“Prince of. Peace.” Christmas, as 
Charles Dickens long ago asserted, is a kind, 
forgiving, charitable, pleasant time, the only 
time in the long calendar of the year when 
men and women seem by one consent to open 
their shut up hearts freely. It is then if ever 
that we can hear the angels singing, “Peace on 
earth good-will to men.” No matter how sour 
and grumpy we may have been during the year, 
his is a hard heart which can withstand the 
genial warmth of Christmas time. The baser 
feelings of the heart, its enmities and envyings 
and jealousies and hatreds, lie down and die 
when shone upon by the great light of Christ- 
imas Day. <All ill will and brutishness and 
cruelty become hateful and repulsive, and what- 
ever gold and frankincense and myrrh we may 
carry in our heart is brought out and cast at 
the feet of love. War is always terrible to one 
who clearly sees it, but never does it seem so 
barbarous and fiendish as when seen across the 
heavenly beauty of a baby’s face. Christmas 


like a strong linked angel from the court of * 


Heaven holds up before us on Christmas Day 
the face of the Christ child, and with that face 
gazing into ours we shudder at the thought of 
blood-shed, and hate with an intense hatred in- 
humanity in all its forms. There is no human- 
izing, civilizing force under heaven comparable 
with the witchery of a baby’s face. With the 
Christmas music ringing in our ears the pon- 
derous and plausible arguments in favor of war, 
worn threadbare by the use of ages and even 
still repeated by those whose backs are turned 
to the light, sound very coarse and foolish. 
War is a tangle of discords and we cannot 
easily bring ourselves to think of it on a day 
that breaths harmony and peace. Christmas 
is a home day, and one cannot think of home 
and ponder what home means and does and 
promises without feeling his heart going out 
with a new intensity of passion against the 
demon whose special work it is to scatter 
households and leave the home in ruin. 
Christmas is one of the mountain days of 
the vear. Men see farther from the mountain 
top than they do from any point upon the plain 
or in the valley. It is what we think and feel 
in our luminous hours, when the soul is at its 
best, that it is safe to trust and follow. In our 
lower moods when the heart grows dull and sor- 
dia we are not shocked by anything however 
horrible, and are capable of defending any- 
thing however indefensible. 
how far a human soul can fall. And it is still 
more surprising how high the same soul can 
Blind to-day it may _ see to-morrow, 
earthly and carnal this week it may soar as on 
eagles’ wings next week. One month may bear 
all the ice and snow of Winter, while the next

climb. 
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month may bring the perfume and the glory of 
the Summer. It is what we feel and see in our 
radiant hours that proclaims the feelings and 
the thoughts of God. What a man thinks of war 
on Christmas Day surrounded by his family 
gives a surer revelation of what war really is 
than can be gotten from all the pictures of the 
artists and all the arguments of those who have 
opposed or defended it. There are moods in 
which men are ready to cast their gold at the 
feet of brute force. Such moods are induced 
oftentimes by the reading of literature lacking 
in all the elements of humanitarian feeling. 
There are men so constructed as to be apparent- 
lv incapable of rising above the level of a 
slaughterhouse, and many of these men know 
how to wield a pen. By the necromancy of 
genius they blind the eyes of those who read 
them to the barbarism and hell of war, and so 
debauch the heart by their sophistry and spe- 
cious pleading as to lead men to Cesar rather 
than to Christ. From this debasing and para- 
lvzing atmosphere the world needs to escape 
with the clear air of Christmas Day. From the 
dull eyed, belligerent scribblers we must make 
our way to the Prince of Peace. When we see 
him the soul is ready to cast its gold at his feet. 

There is much to be grateful at this Christ- 
mas season in the year of our Lord 1905. No 
great war is to-day desolating the earth as was 
the case one year ago. The streams of blood 
on Oriental battlefields have ceased to flow, 
and the hearts of wives and mothers are no 
longer pierced and terrified by the cannon’s 
boom. The curtain has been rung down on 
the tragedy of blood and death, and although 
the voice of some wails over the graves of the 
slain, tens of thousands of hearts which a year 
ago were weighted down with an intolerable 
burden have begun to sing again. And what 
American does not feel proud and grateful that 
our own strong President was permitted in the 
l’rovidence of God to play so conspicuous a 
part in persuading two mighty empires to lay 
down their arms? This is the greatest service 
which our President has ever rendered to the 
world. It is the crowning act of a life filled 
with stirring deeds, and will be remembered 
generations after the charge up San Juan Hill 
has faded completely from the minds of men. 
The luster of the proudest triumphs of military 
skill pale before the glory of victories won in 
the cause of peace. What splendid deed could 
our brave President have done upon the battle- 
field to bring the kings of the earth to his feet, 
as they came with gold of praise and frankin- 
cense of thanksgiving on that memorable day 
when he stood forth the great peace-maker of 
our century? The old beatitude, “Blessed are 
the peace-makers for they shall be called the 
sons of God,” flashed upon men’s eyes with a 
significance it had never had before. To every 
discerning heart it became apparent that hu- 
manity has already entered on a new era, and 
that hereafter the tallest statues wili not be 
reared to perpetuate the fame of admirals and 
generals, but td keep alive the memory of those 
who have brought fresh treasures to cast at the 
feet of the Prince of Peace. 

At this point a ray of light is thrown on the 
path along which our Republic should travel. 
If our President is hailed as the foremost man 


in all the world because he led two empires into 
the paths of peace, blessed above all the na- 
tions of the earth will our country be if she sets 
herself with flaming heart and steadfast face 
and unflinching hand to the great task of ban-: 
ishing war from the planet and establishing an 
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enduring international peace. Other nations 
have won a transient prestige and renown by 
mighty seeds sown on the field of battle; it is 
our opportunity to win the crown laid up for 
the nation which establishes peace throughout 
the world. Blessed is the Peace-Making Repub. 
lic for it shall be called the Republic of God! 
One cannot think of peace without thinking 
of the great national armaments under which 
Christendom is groaning. How do they look 
in the light of the Christmas glory? What sort 
of a decoration for Christmas does a battle- 
ship make? Does a shell remind one of the 
songs of the angels? Wise men long ago cast 
their gold at the feet of Jesus: wise men nowa- 


days think it safer and wiser to cast the gold - 


of the nations into military equipment. This 
enormous expenditure looks startling when we 
read of it on Christmas. If the supreme work 
for men and nations on this earth is to per. 
suade men to sing the angel’s song and to 
breathe the Christlike spirit, it seems strange 
that no better use for our gold can be discover- 
ed than the building of battleships and 
cruisers. America is rich, but can she afford 
to spend one hundred millions every year on 
her navy? If history has anything certain to 
tell us it is that the foes of a republic are not 
to be met on the sea but on the land, and that 
the enemy most to be feared cannot be reached 
by a shell. The enemies for which our battle- 
ships and cruisers are constructed are the crea- 
tions of the feverish heart, chimeras of the 
imagination , hobgoblins of the fancy, phan- 
tasms emanating from excited brains; the ene- 
mies which our Republic has just reason to 
fear are not on the sea neither are they within 
the range of our longest ranged guns. With 
our great cities what they are we may well 
ponder the question at this Christmas season 
whether our gold and frankincense and myrrh 
might not be more wisely laid at the feet of his 
children, at the feet of the poor, at the feet of 
all whose woes lie heavy on the heart of Christ. 
Russia might help us to decide which policy is 
that of wisdom. Russia for a generation has 
been building a navy. She laid her treasures 
at the feet of the god of war. The result is 
that her money lies at the bottom of the sea of 
Japan, while the proud dynasty of the‘Roman- 
offs crouches in terror before the frenzied wrath 
of a populace whose interests have been shame- 
fully neglected and outrageously betrayed. We 
need only come to the light of the Christmas 
story to see how foolish and wicked it is to 
squander money on guns instead of devoting it 
to the building of men. The Christmas of 1905 
will not come to us in vain if it induces us t: 
ask ourselves in soberness at whose feet a 
nation should cast its gold and frankincense 
and myrrh, and if it awakens in our hearts the 
old dream which stirred the Hebrew prophet 
—the dream of a day long delayed but surely 
coming when the instruments of slaughter shall 
be beaten into the implements of industry, and 
nation shall no longer lift the sword against 
nation neither shall they learn war any more.

Why Look and Labor for a Revival?

The churches throughout our country are 
looking for an especial work of Divine grace 
during the coming months, and as churches 
and individual members we should desire to see 
the work spread throughout the land and mu‘- 
titudes brought into spiritual life and light. 
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The object of all church organization is two 
fold—the consecration of Christianity and the 
extension of Christ’s kingdom. 

The command to the organized church and 
to each individual member of it, is, ‘Grow in 
erace,” and while this is the law for daily prac- 
tice there must ever be special times when more 
hearts and wider circles are especially touched 
with its tender meaning. It should be our 
practice as churches and individual Christians 
to pray for an increase of righteousness, and, 
if to pray for it—then to labor for it. 

“If ever we have an outpouring of God’s 
grace upon our churches,” said a devout preach- 
er, “it must come through a purified church.” 
This is evident. The church must grow from 
within. It must expand by Divine power hid- 
den in the body of the church. “A little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump.” The church must 
gather strength and potentiality by its pristine 
position. It must increase in righteousness 
in order to absorb the inside elements from the 
world. The same law applies to individuals. 
The individual soul must increase in righteous- 
ness before it can reach out to grasp and save 
them. 

Just now there is a spirit of increased right- 
eousness appearing in the various churches of 
our land, and the question appeals to every 
church and to every church member to take 
up this work of grace by giving heed to the 
things which tend to purify Christian living 
and broaden Christian sympathy, lest by any 
means we let this wonderful season when the 
Divine Spirit is touching human hearts, slip, 
and our church fail to receive a blessing and 
we fail to win some soul for Christ. 

Just here, probably, one of the strongest out- 
cries of the warm and ready hearts of the 
young Christian worker, is, “How can I help in 


the great work of the coming months?” “How 
can I lead some soul to Christ?” To tliose 


whose early years were devoted to helpful read- 
ing this work comes very easily. Fifty years 
ago the lives of such Christian workers as Har- 
lan Page, Edward Payson, and such teachings 
as “Pike’s Persuasion to Early Piety ;” “Dodd- 
rige’s Rise and Progress ;” Romaine’s “Life of 
Faith” were to be found in our Sunday-school 
libraries, and to those who read them and then 
entered into the same line of thought and work 
all this became not only the outlet of earnest 
thinking, but, also, the overthrow of a heart 
abounding in love for God and humanity. To 
those who have not enjoyed such early train- 
ing we say get your own heart well filled with 
love to God and to humanity, get your life puri- 
fied and lifted above the material world. It 
will be seen again that we must grow from with- 
in. Both the church and the individual Chris- 
tian must be pure and consecrated within be- 
fore any outward work can be assured. Our 
minds must be set on things unseen and eter- 
nal, and our hearts swept as it were of all evil, 
before we can ask God’s blessing upon our 
labors. We must remember that we are a part 
of the Lord’s host set to overcome the world. 


Something more than education, dignified 
Inanner and melodious voice are needful in the 
pulpit to awaken and uplift a church. These 
are but the implements for work. There must 
be a spirit of power and righteousness behind 


these or we shall see no growth in the church. | 


So in the pew the righteousness of life, the love 
of the Master and of humanity must be under- 
neath our efforts in order to find acceptance 
with others and secure results. A purified and 
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united church means that the units of the body 
shall be purified and loyal. 

Especially have the women a part in this 
work of grace. Where have women, when unit- 
ed and devoted to a common purpose, failed? 
Her influence always assures success in any 
direction. Would that we may be able at the 
end of a great wave of spiritual refreshing in 
the churches, to write that she has done her 
part. They can hold meetings for prayer each 
week, not independently, but by arrangement 
with the pastor for the definite purpose of help- 
ing him in praying for the purification of the 
church and the extension of the kingdom of 
Christ. This would be one of the wisest and 
most efficient methods of strengthening his 
hands and of reaching outside persons. <A note 
from the women of the church to the pastor 
tendering such co-operation would secure his 
opinion of its value. “The Lord gave the word: 
great was the company of those (women) that 
published it.” 

It is higher thinking that precedes better 
work and makes possible higher living. Our 
aim must be high in spiritual life if we would 
grow in grace,—if we would increase in right- 
eousness and efficiency in the church. A clear 
mental conception of conditions and possibil- 
ities in spiritual as in temporal living must 
come before any great movement, and the pro- 
gress of the church in the increase of right- 
eousness is subject to the same law. Spiritual 
and natural life and their processes are not 
spontaneous, but subject tolaw, and the truth 
cannot be better expressed than by the words 
quoted from the New York pastor, “If ever we 
have an outpouring of God’s grace, it must 
be through a purified church.”

Germany and South America. 


BY BENJAMIN F. TRUEBLOOD, LL. D.

It is high time that the masses of the Ameri- 
can people of all classes should do a good deal 
of serious and careful thinking about the re- 
lations of this country to Germany in respect 
to South America. The reported remark of 
General MacArthur at Honolulu that Germany 


will go to war with the United States 
near future, and that the Pacific will be the 
early field of hostilities, with Hawaii as the 
first point of attack, whether he uttered the 
sentiment or not, represents a considerable 
and very dangerous current of opinion which 
is frequently breaking out here and there not 
only at military dinners but elsewhere.

Professor Small, head of the Department of 
Sociology of Chicago University, home from Eu- 
rope, is reported to have declared, in a most 
oracular way, that Germany is going to fight us 
in the near future for the commercial suprem- 
acy which she feels she is in great peril of miss- 
ing, and that the United States, if mindful of 
her interest, will begin at once to prepare for 
the inevitable struggle. 

Notwithstanding the fact that we have for 
several years been treated to these lugubrious 
prophecies, not one of which has deigned to get 
itself fulfilled, yet on each new occasion talk of 
this kind is indulged in as if the speaker had 
received a fresh and oracular message from 
some hidden source, inaccessible to the rest of 
us, which made him sure that the prediction 
was on the very eve of fulfillment. And so fond 
are the people of the thrilling sensations pro- 
duced by these cries of alarm that they straight- 
way forget the many times that the predictions 
have proved to be wholly groundless and false. 


In the case of the small group of army and 
navy officers and officials who contribute most 
of the coming-war prophets—not all of them, 
of course, are of this class—the cause of their 
declarations is not far to seek. They feel the 
necessity of “magnifying their office.” Why 
have an army and navy if they are not to have 
a war “sometime,” as Secretary Root declared 


that we certainly shall have? These 
men are unwilling to have their “busi- 
ness” fall behind the general advance 
of things. They wish the annual _ report 


to make a good showing. The reported re- 
mark of General MacArthur, which proves “not 
to have been made for publication, but spoken 
among friends in private,” was suspiciously re- 
lated to his wish to have the fortifications of 
the Hawaiin Islands forthwith enlarged and 
strengthened. How get the large sums of 
money for these “improvements” if the old 
works were not in immediate danger of being 
viciously hammered by an enemy’s guns? The 
guns had to be supplied therefore, and the bi¢- 
ger the better. They were the missing link in 
the argument. 

We insist that this whole South America- 
Germany-United States problem ought to be 
thought out with great care by the people of the 
country before they allow themselves to be 
led any further astray by these militarizing 
prophets of hostile foreign designs against us. 

If our country is not attacked from abroad 
until it is attacked by Germany from the side 
of the Pacific, where her fleet would be 
many thousands of miles away from home and 
from any effective base we 
shall remain undisturbed “to the ages of the 
ages.” The Germans may be pushing and am- 
bitious from both the military and commercial 
point of view, but they are not so utterly hol- 
low-headed as a scheme like this would prove 
them to be. 


The likelihood of their descent 
upon any part of our Atlantic coast is from 
the military standpoint just as improbable. 
Such an attack would be foredoomed to utter 
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failure, even if the German fleet outnumbered 
that of this country three to one. 

As to commercial supremacy, Germany, like 
the United States, has her ambition, but she 
knows perfectly well that the commercial supe- 
riority comes only along the line of steady and 
efficient development of her products and of 
wisdom and persistence in her mercantile and 
trading classes. She understands that the na- 
tion that excels in these can never be driven 
from the field, and that the one who does not 
lead in these cannot, by the power of any num- 
ber of warships or military successes, ever be 
first, in these days of such large international 
commercial freedom. Nothing in her would show 
such enormous folly as a deliberate attack 
upon the United States in the interests of the 
expansion of her commerce. For if she suc- 
ceeded in the military enterprise—an impos- 
sible supposition—that would not give the least 
assurance of success in the other, especially as 
she would have crippled one of her best cus- 
tomers. 

Furthermore, all the paths of commercial 
success are already open to her, and she has 
been taking great strides in them in recent 
years, not because of, but in spite of, her great 
armaments. Why should she abandon the pol- 
icy of peaceful economic and commercial de- 
velopment, through which she has made such 
remarkable advancement, and launch upon the 
perilous policy of war, where she would be stak- 
ing all with nothing to gain over what is al- 
ready within her reach? There is not one 
chance in ten thousand that she will ever at- 
tempt to do this—unless she is nagged to mad- 
ness by foreign misrepresentation and false- 
hood. 

As to her course in South America, though 
some friction has occurred between the Ger- 
mans settled there and the native citizens, 
there has not hitherto been a thing in it to 
arouse our distrust or dislike. There is not a 
grain of evidence that she has even contem- 
plated seizing territory there and setting up 
a. German colonial government. There have 
been no open or secret threats to do this, and 
time and again her government has disclaimed 
any intention of doing so. How shall we judge 
of her future course except by her past? 

It is true that large numbers of Germans 
have been for years emigrating to Brazil and 
other South American countries. But this 
ought not to disturb us. They have a right to 
go. We ought to rejoice in it. They are con- 
tributing largely to the development and civili- 
zation of the country. We should be glad to 
see enough of them go to double or treble the 
population of Brazil or any other of the re- 
publics. It would not be a bad thing if they 
should become numerous enough to outvote 
the rest of the population, as may easily he 
the case some day, and get control of the na- 
tional parliaments, the judiciaries, and even 
the presidencies. They have a perfect right to 
do this, so long as they do it in a peaceful and 
orderly way, just as our own or any other peo- 
ple have the right to do. 

If we want war with Germany, if we desire 
to see the Germany colony in southern Brazil 
revelt and set up the standard of the Father- 
land, if we wish to promote the growth of 
Pan-Germanism and unify it into a grasping 
world organization strong enough to strike 
us and our commerce a disastrous blow, let us 
by all means increase the number of our alarm- 
ist Germanophobes and keep them continually 
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talking war. Germany is not a nation to be 
scared off the sea by the mere talk of big fleets 
or by the fleets themselves. Challenges will 
only make her the more bold and aggressive. 
But if we wish to have her friendship and 
her co-operation in advancing the higher in- 
terests of humanity, let us have the good 
sense to abstain from provoking her by the 
everlasting imputation of bad motives, and 
let us frankly assist her in making her com- 
merce as extensive and prosperous as possi- 
ble. In this way we shall render both our 
commerce and our peace much more secure 
than if we stupidly provoked her to dispute 
with us by arms both our commercial and our 
political power.

Le Grand.—A letter has been received from 
Rev. Pittman, of LAKE CITY, stating that the 
church there decided to close the work of the 
church and put the property into the hands 
of the trustees to dispose of as they thought 
pest. At a meeting of the trustees last Thurs- 
day night they voted to give the property to 
the Iowa State Conference. The property con- 
sists of the church building and the parsonage, 
on which there is an indebtedness of six hun- 
dred dollars. The action was necessitated be- 
cause of the Mission Board cutting down their 
appropriation fifty dollars for this year. The 
members have been loyal to the cause and have 
done all they are able to do, and they felt that it 
would be impossible to keep up the work with 
the reduction. Bro. Pittman has been doing 
good work, and the prospects were very encour- 
aging, but he could not sacrifice more than he 
has been since he came there. Lake City is a 
town of three thousand population, and condi- 
tions are such that it would be useless to try 
to carry on the church with less than full-time 
pastorate. At present the state conference is 
powerless to render any assistance, and it 
seems that the church must close for good. Is 
this the way we propose to conquer the world 
for Christ ?—H. Haas. 


Brooklyn.—I have just received news from 
the secretary of the state conference that at an 
official meeting of the church at LAKE CITY, 
December 7th, it was voted that the trustees 
dispose of the church property as they deem- 
ed best, and they have offered the property to 
the state conference subject to a_ six- 
hundred-dollar mortgage. I understand they 
have a fairly good church house and a splen- 
did parsonage.

CRITICISMS ON THE MISSION BOARD—A 
REPLY. 

Several articles have appeared recently in the HeEr- 
ALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY and the Christian Messenger, 
criticising the Mission Board very severely for its acts 
in its last session and its general management of the 
work. The Board is charged with inefficiency, reck- 
lessness, misappropriation of funds, prejudice for 
and against certain parts of our mission work, being 
unworthy of confidence in that the brotherhood will 
not know what: becomes of its money given for cer- 
tain purposes, and that hereafter the brotherhood 
will not know how the various accounts of the Board 
stand annually. These are very serious charges. 

It will at once occur to the public that in at least 
four of these articles the author did not sign his name. 

The members of the Board are Dr. J. G. Bishop, 
Dr. J. P. Barrett, Rev. G. A. Conibear, Mr. George 
Worley, Rey. M. T Morrill, Rev. Hannah Stanley. 
Rev. Robert Harris, Mr. A. S. Lynn and Warren H. 
Denison. They are well known among our brother- 
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hood. Most of the above mentioned charges. are 
ugiinst the entire Board. I suppose the matter of the 
Porto Rico field is charged only against those present 
at the last session, members Conibear, Lynn and 
Worley being absent. Is it not due that in such se- 
rious attacks upon the Board elected by the American 
Christian Convention the author of such attacks be 
known? 

I am one member of the Mission Board and speak 
only for myself in this article. I would not make any 
reply to these attacks so far as I am personally con- 
cerned, especially to one who does not identify him- 
self. I do not intend to enter into any controversy. 
Lest by these articles some might be led to do less for 
the advancement of the Master’s cause and our be- 
loved church, I desire to set forth the facts as I see 
them and deny any intention of misconduct and state 
my belief that all other members of the Board have 


acted according to their best judgment, conscien- 
tiously, in all matters before them. 
All mission boards of all denominations are con- 


stantly criticised. Mission work has always been op- 
posed and its opposition comes in various ways. I am 
very glad to say that our mission work has been very 
prosperous the past year at home and abroad. It is 
my conviction that it has been the best year of our 
work since I have been on the Board. Our people 
raised more money for missions than in any previous 
year, and yet our gifts do not keep up with our growth. 
The prayers and pens of our brotherhood should be 
united that this last year of the quadrennium should 
be our best. 
THE PORTO RICO ACCOUNT. 

Ileretofore the Porto Rico work has been generally 
referred to as foreign work in its general relationship ; 
but, the account in the treasurer’s books has always 
been a separate account. It has not been a “home” 
account nor a “foreign” account. We had a “home” 
mission account and in it we had the United States 
and Canada field; and in the “foreign’’ mission ac- 
count we had Japan. Porto Rico has been kept as a 
separate account. I think this was due to the follow- 
ing reasons, as I now recall them, when we opened 
the Porto Rican field: 

(a) We intended to begin work in Armenia, but 
the Lord led us, I verily believe, to open work in 
Porto Rico instead. It seemed at the time that it 
ought not to be called “home” missions, even though it 
had already just come under our flag. The money was 
raised for Armenia, but it seemed wise to the Board 
at the last minute to change to Porto Rico. We were 
not criticised for the change then, so far as I know; 
nor for not having public discussion, nor for mis- 
appropriating funds, nor for not referring it to the 
next quadrennial. 

(b) It did not seem wise to call it “foreign” mis- 
sions in our books, as it was already under our flag. 
So it was not classified either as “home” or “foreign.” 
This will be shown by the treasurer’s annual reports 
in the November numbers of the Christian Missionary 
where it will be seen that one-half of the administra- 
tive expenses of the office are borne by the “home” 
account, and one-half by the “foreign” account, in- 
cluding only Japan. The Porto Rican account has 
never borne any part of the yearly “expense” ac- 
count, but Japan and the home account have each 
borne one-half of it. Yet, the work has been of such 
a character that the Board has taken the Porto Rico 
annual deficit from the “foreign” or Japan account 
and never from the “home” account until the present 
year, when it seemed fair and right to the Board that 
both the “home” and “foreign” accounts should bear 
equally the deficit.of the Porto Rico field. As soon as 
a new field is permanently established, then it should 
be classed under “home” or “foreign” as long as those 
relative terms are used. After full discussion it 
seemed useless and wimvise.to continue Porto Rico as 
a principal, separate account longer, and it was voted 
to close it as such. I did not think then, nor do I 
now, that I voted to misappropriate any funds, or to 
injure or favor any other account. Every vote I cast 
on the Mission Board is for what I believe best for 
the whole cause and without prejudice. This action 
was taken before any discussion was had as to whether 


it should be classified as “home” or “foreign.” Later 
in the session it was voted to include it under the 


home account hereafter. The following reasons were 
given by various members in discussion : 

(a) Logically it belongs there. Porto Rico is now 
under our flag and is a part of us as a nation. The 
people generally understand it so. Atlases, geogra- 
phies, histories, now classify it so. 

(b) The Mission Boards of other denominations 
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are now placing it there. The Presbyterians, -Bap- 
tists, Baptist Church, South, Episcopal, and Method- 
ist Episcopal churches all count their Porto Rico work 
as “home.” At least two of the above denominations 
have regarded it so for years. The Methodist Board 
changed it at its last meeting. I have just confirmed 
this by consulting the pastors of those churches in our 
city. There may be others, but I have not investigated 
further. 

(c) All home mission books now published, so far 
as I have been able to examine, report it as such; mis- 
sion study classes study it as a home field. 

(d) A belief that it would appeal more strongly 
to our home church and receive larger funds to sup- 
port our work there. There is still a strong feeling 
akin to the principle of the Monroe doctrine. Many 
feel that we are under greater obligation to our own 
and to that which is nearer. 

(e) The New England Christian Convention felt 
so keenly upon the matter as to send a memorial to the 
Board to place it under the “home” work. And now 
later comes our beloved President, who, in his address 
to Congress, says: “I earnestly advocate the adoption 
of legislation which will explicitly confer American 
citizenship on all citizens of Porto Rico. There is 
in my judgment no excuse for failure to do this. The 
expenses of the federal court of Porto Rico should be 
met from the federal treasury and not from the Porto 
Rico treasury.” 

I do not believe that any member of the Board 
feels for one minute that he has betrayed his trust, 
or misappropriated funds, or has any thought in the 
least of keeping facts from the brotherhood or cover- 
ing up accounts. The farthest thing from my mind, 
and I believe from all the members of the Board was 
the magnifying of Japan work and minifying the 
Porto Rico work or other home work. The heart of 
the Board is committed to the work there. We most 
heartily believe in it and by vote directed that the 
Field Secretary, Rev. M. W. Borthwick, should after 
March first give practically his entire time and energy 
to that work. We must insure its permanency by 
erecting a house of worship there. And we are proud 
of our missionaries there as well as in America and 
Japan. 

PERMANENT FUNDS. 


It is the general policy of the Board not to borrow- 
from the permanent funds—that given as an endow- 
ment. The interest from all permanent funds goes 
into the treasury for current use. Only once in the 
nearly eight years that I have been on the Board have 
we borrowed temporarily from the permanent funds 
and then only $1,000. This amount was in a Building 
and Loan Association and it seemed best at the time 
to borrow it rather than to go outside to borrow. The 
$646 reported in the treasurer’s report as “loaned to 
current funds” was money belonging to the permanent 
funds not yet invested. It would have been better, 
perhaps, to have said “permanent funds not yet in- 
vested.” This is all that the Board has ever borrowed 
from permanent funds, and of course it is to be paid 
back. That “the Board is loaning money to itself on 
securities that business men would not accept” is a 
statement wholly gratuitous. As yet not a single ef- 
fort has been made to borrow of business men at all. 
Our securities are all first mortgages on real estate, 
and bonds. We have none below par as far as we are 
able to determine and some of our bonds are worth 
much more than par value. The Board does not ex- 
pect to borrow from permanent funds; that has not 
been its general policy and at the last Board meeting 
it adopted the following for the future; “That in 
case any deficit occurs in the Mission Treasury during 
the year, the treasurer be authorized to borrow funds 
from bank, private parties or trust companies on col- 
lateral securities.” 

THE HOME AND FOREIGN WORK. 


I am not, and I do not believe the other members of 
the Board are, prejudiced toward foreign missious 
and against home missions. Any figures given to ad- 
vance such an idea are, to say the least, misleading. 
The Board gives just as much and even more time and 
energy and thought to the study of the home prob- 
lems and fields as to the foreign. Our home mission 
work has grown and been as prosperous as our foreign 
work. The income to your Board for home work pur- 
poses is not as large as the income for the foreign 
work for the following reasons: 

(a) All money raised for foreign missions comes 
to the Board, as churches and conferences do not un- 
dertake to arrange and direct the foreign work ; 

(b) But, when it comes to bome missions thou- 
sands of dollars are not sent to the Board but used 


locally, and such local work is done by conferences 
and churches and not by the Board. Frequently the 
annual A. C. C. home mission offering, taken the sec- 
ond Sunday in June, is not all sent to the Board, 
only the minimum amount, the apportionment, and 
the remainder is used for some local or conference 
purpose. In some conferences only a part of the 
churches send in any home mission offering to the 
Board, and it is my understanding that occasionally 
some whole conference, for a year or two, when it is 
engaged in some special home mission enterprise, turns 
all its home mission offering into that enterprise. 
Then again churches often raise a good offering and 
send direct to some worthy home mission enterprise 
and it does not pass through the hands of the Board. 
Some conferences require the ladies missionary so- 
cieties to give over a part of their home mission funds 
to the conference instead of letting it all come to the 
Board for use. These are some of the ways which 
keep a part of the home mission offerings from the 
Board’s use, where practically all the foreign mission 
offerings reach us. 

So no comparison of figures will be correct or give 
to the brotherhood a correct idea of what we are doing 


aus a people for home missions. We are growing in. 


home mission work just as fast as in foreign missions. 
I am not prejudiced for or against either, but put 
my heart, strength and money into both. I do not 
believe the Board is prejudiced. I have never missed 
a session of the Board, and have never seen any other 
purpose manifested than to do the very best possible 
for both. They cannot be separated. Each is de- 
pendent upon the other. The home church will not 
prosper until it hears the world call, and the foreign 
work cannot prosper without a strong home church. 
Any effort to put one over against the other is a mis- 
take. 


I may err in judgment, the other members of the 
Board may. We do not claim that we do not make 
mistakes. But we do claim to be honest and conscien- 
tious in the work committed to our hands. Only those 
who have served on the Board know the hard prob- 
lems that come before it. How often all of us have 
felt our insufficiency and expressed it. I believe that 
there is not one of us that has not often felt that we 
would like to be free from its strain of mind and 
heart. 

Let us all work, pray and give that this may be our 
best year yet. WarREN H. DENISON.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE MISSION BOARD. 


DEAR CO-WORKERS :—You are beginning to feel, no 
doubt, that a kind and appreciative word would be 
acceptable and would not come amiss while the 
arrows of criticism are flying so fast. I do not know 
whether you did or did not make a mistake. I believe 
you did as you thought and felt of the Spirit. I 
think if the brethren who believe you made a mistake 
had been with you during the entire session of your 
meeting and had heard all the appeals, and had been 
able to see the situation as you did; if they had bowed 
with you in prayer as you so often asked the good 
Father to direct you by his spirit, they certainly would 
not write as they do. I believe you did what you 
thought was right. I would not suppress the freedom 
of the pen, but I would like to suggest that it be not 
forced to write what the heart may be sorry for after 
awhile. We are in danger of a much greater mistake 
than you are charged with, through the letters of 
criticism that are appearing in our beloved church 
paper. It has taken careful and prayerful effort to 
secure the present interest in foreign missions. There 
is great danger of again getting the mind of the peo- 
ple prejudiced against foreign missions by the articles 
of criticism that are appearing. I see another evil 
arising, and one that we should carefully guard 
against. It is this. We should be preparing the 
minds of the brotherhood for our approaching quad- 
rennial meeting. We are in danger of having the 
spirit of unity disturbed. In this day when the ques- 
tion of union is so prominent in the minds of Chris- 
tians everywhere, we, as a people, who stand for 
union as no other people do, should be able at our 
coming quadrennial to give an object lesson on Chris- 
tian union. We are to the world just what our ac- 
tions say, and not what we declare in words. If we 
advocate union as a people, then as a people we 
should show by our lives that union is practicable. 

At the last convention you were chosen our Mis- 
sion Board for the quadrennium. True, the full 
Board was not present, but that did not free you 
from responsibility. If directed by the Spirit to do 


what you did, you certainly would have been untrue 
to have done otherwise. If the logic of events should 
prove that a mistake has been made, let us pray that 
even the mistake may be overruled to the glory of 
our common Lord. If no mistake has been made, let 
us pray that all may see that you did that which wil] 
result in the greatest good to the unsaved. Brethren, 
I have no words of criticism to offer, but I pray that 
the abiding presence of him whom you serve, may 
even be more precious while the arrows fly.

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The Dangers From Christmas Displays. 


The approaching religious festival will 
doubtless be celebrated with the usual 
burnt-offerings of human life and prop- 
erty. Yielding to a very proper desire 
to make show windows and Christmas 
trees attractive, merchant and mother 
will group inflAammables with dazzling 
lights. 

During every Christmas season stores 
and show windows are decorated with 
leaves, straw, evergreens, paper and es- 
pecially with cotton for snow effects. 

The smoker, -or his cigar, should be 
put out. 

The greatest conflagration west of the 


Alleghanies last year, that of Sioux 
City, was from a kicked match firing 
cotton in a Christmas display. In such 
fires there is liability of death from 


crush in a panic as well as from being 
burned. 


The greater number of these fires 
start in show windows. Ribbons, fancy 
papers or other fabrics are’ blown 


against open lights, or are placed so near 
closed ones that they char and the char- 


coal formed takes fire. Many show 
windows are enclosed so as to be dust 
proof and in them the lights run the 


temperature above bloodheat. 


If gas is used the burner should have 
2 globe or wire screen, or both. There 
is no safe place on earth for a swinging 
gas bracket. The are light should not 
be used in dry-goods stores because the 
heat in the are is 4892 degrees F. and 
glowing particles of carbon drop from it. 

Incandescent electric lights are less 
dangerous than gas, but are far from 
safe, in show windows. Light fabrics 
or cotton in contact with a small electric 
bulb will char in ten minutes and then a 
puff of air will cause them to blaze. 
The combs and ornaments made of cel- 
luloid will explode if exposed to the 
heat from one of these lamps. 

Electric lamps in show windows 
should not hang by flexible cords and 
inflammable goods should not be placed 
in contact with lamp sockets. Electric 
lamps in such locations should be re- 
newed after 300 hours of use, because 
the heat produced by a lamp grows with 
age owing to the increase of resistance 
in the filament.

The Farm. 


Handling Cornstalks. 


There has always been a difference of 
opinion among farmers as to the best 
way to handle cornstalks, and we pre- 
sume that this difference will continue 
to exist, on account of the fact that there 
is always such a variety of conditions 
in the corn belt. Some soils do not need 
the addition of vegetable matter, and 
when this is true the practice of burn- 


ing the stalks may not be wasteful. On 
the other hand, where soils have been 


cropped for a number of yeirs in suc- 
cession the vegetable matter supplied by 
dead cornstalks may be of considerable 
value. 

It is safe tu say that the number who 
burn their stalks are in the minority, so 
that the question of greatest importance 
is how to: handle them so they will do 
the least harm and do the most good. 
In many cases where corn is made to 
follow corn the plows are put into the 
fields and the stalks turned under with- 
out any previous prepiration. ‘Then, 
again, there are those who use the stalic 
cutter so that the old cornstalks are cut 
to pieces and, in turn, are much more 


completely buried by the plows. ‘This 
is an important step in advance over 
the original method of turning them 


under whole. The objection to plowing 
the stalks under without rst brenking 
them is due to the fact that planting 
and cultivation are afterward interfered 
with to considerable extent. 

To go one step further, we find those 
who adopt the practice of disking their 
corn land before plowing it. This ».eth- 
od, we believe, is entitled to first place 
among those mentioned. This not only 
cuts the stalks into comparatively small 
lengths, but in addition it produces a 
mulch on the surface so that the furrow 
slice when inverted brings :bour immendi- 
ate capillary connection. ast experi- 
ence demonstrates that this practice, 
during dry years especially. often results 
in making the difference between failure 
and success of the crop. Wheu beavy 
cornstalks are turned under in their 
original form they tend to cut off the 
upward movement of water, while plow- 
ing under a stiff surface crust atso tends 
to act in the same mamner. 

We realize that it takes time to disk 
the surface before putting in the plow. 
nevertheless it is time well spent. Some 
of the best corn growers of the Central 
West disk their entire area before plow- 
ing a furrow, because they claim that 
in addition to the advantages we have 
enumerated there is also the additional 
advantage that the disking produces a 
mulch and thus conserves the moisture 
until such time as the plowing is done. 
We have no hesitation in advising the 
more general introduction of this prac- 
tice, and we believe that it would materi- 
ally increase the corn yield of the great 
Central West if every corn grower would 
go after the stalk ground with the disk 
hefore plowing it.—Homestead.
